Trawden  shared  in  the  increased  incidence  in  the 
common  infectious  fevers  of  the  surrounding  district,  measles 
being  the  principal  offender.  Fortunately,  however,  although 
very  prevalent  it  was  of  a  mild  type. 

The  absence  from  duty  of  Mr.  Lor man,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  for  such  a  long  period,  interfered  greatly  with  the 
activities  of  the  Department.
